Chandra says ‘“gadar” means 
revolution, but British officials in 
India translate it “mutiny.” 

Ram Chandra was born in Pesh- 
awar, Punjab, India, in 1884, ob- 
taining a feir education in British 
schools and entering newspaper 
work prior to 1907, when he was 
arrested for sedition. He was in 
jail many times after that, but was 
always released save once when he 
paid 5000 rupees for his liberty. 

Escaping from India, he went to 
Japan to carry on his revolutionary 
propaganda for “free India.” He 
came to this country in 1914, ar- 
riving at Seattle, where he took up 
with Har Dyal, going with the lat- 
ter to Portland, where they preached 
freedom and collected money. He 
came to San Francisco late in 1914. 
Since England entered. the war 
Chandra has been watched by 
agents of Wiillam A. Mundell, head 
of a detective agency employed by 
the British «government. United 
States District Attorney Preston, in 
the trial of former Consul-General 
Franz Bopp of Germany for eo | 
against American neutrality, ask 
defendants if they knew Ram 
Chandra.

She bore 
no flag or visible marks. 

“The Missourian had the Ameri- 
can flag painted on each quarter 
and bow, both sides, and the name 
of the vessel and the home port on 
each side. The ensign was flying 
when the vessel sank and the na- 
tionality of the Missourian could 
easily be seen by the submarine.”

DESTROY CRUISER. 


CORMORAN OREW REFUSES TO 
SURRENDER VESSEL. 


Two Officers and Five Men Killed 
by Explosion Interned 
Steamer in Harbor of Guam. 
Was First Prize Taken in Notable 
Raid of Emden. 


A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The in- 
terned German cruiser Cormoran at 
Guam has been blown up. The Cor- 
moran refused to surrender to the 
American forces which went to take 
possession of her and was destroyed 
by her crew. Two German warrant 
officers and five enlisted men were 


j killed by the explasion. 


Twenty officers, twelve warrant 
officers and 321 enlisted men were 
taken prisoners. 

The Navy Department issued this 


statement: 

“The German auxiliary cruiser 
Cormoran was blown up in the har- 
bor of Apra, Island of Guam, today, 
by her crew, sinking immediately. 
One warrant officer and one enlisted 
man are dead, one warrant officer 
and four enlisted men are missing, 
twenty officers, twelve warrant offi- 
cers and 321 enlisted men have been 
made prisoners. 

“On October 28, 1914, the thirty- 
five-foot cutter called the Ocean 
Comber entered the harbor of Apra, 
Island of Guam, in charge of Lieut. 
Von Elpons of the Imperial German 
Navy. The boat and party of three 
officers and four natives of New 
Guinea had been at sea for a bong 
time, having left H.M.8. Co ran 
for the purpose of sending a cable 
to San Francisco for supplies. The 
date of the cipher was October 1 and 
the Jocation of the Cormoran was not 
disclosed.

WHAT KIND OF TAXES. 

At the conference today, the 
question of the kind of taxes to 
be applied was considered. All 
nationg use income taxes for 
war purposes. The United States 
has a normal income tax of ? 
per cent. on incomes over $3000 
in the case of single persons and 
$4000 in the case of married 
persons, and surtaxes which 
average 12 per cent. on incomes 
of $20,000 and over. Great 
Britain has a normal income 
tax of 12 per cent. and surtaxes 
amounting to an average of 356 
per cent. The American tax 

will produce this year between 
$3156.000,000 and $325,006,000. 
The British tax produces about 
one billion dollars. 

Congressman Hull hag been 
authorized to prepare a War in- 
cume tex bill It is pro 
in this new measure to tax all 
incomes over $1500 in the case 
of single persong and $2000 in 
the case of married persons. 
The normal tax will be either 
2 or 3 per cent. It is stated 
that 20 per cent. surtax will 
not be exorbitant, in view of the 
British rate of 35 per cent. A 
bill so framed will yield about 
one billion two hundred and 
fifty millions of dollars. 

It was decided today that it 
was not wise at this time to In- 
creasy the Inheritance tax, This 
was based upon the view that 
many rich men wil] desire to 
take their place in the ranks 
and will want to leave their 
families provided for. 

Other taxes, however, will be 
levied in order to meet the ex- 
penses of the government out- 
side the army and the navy, 
which the income tax will large- 
ly take care of.

Customs 
Smuggling Scheme. 


Shipment of Plumes. 


Owner as Conspirator. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. |} 
LAREDO Tex.) April 7.--It was 
dws to the keen insight and prob- 
able intuition of a woman that one 
of the most far-reaching smuggling 
schemes that has had the Mexi- 
can border for its scene of opera- 
tions, was discovered. Miss Mary 
G. Devine, a deputy collector of 
United States Customs here, was sit- 
ting at ber desk when an invoice 
reached her billing four boxes of 
what was stated to be ostrich plumes 
valued at $9000. This shipment had 
originated in India and was destined 
for the City of Mexico. The fact 
that the boxes were passing through 
thee United States in bond, precluded 
their examination by the United 
States custom, officers. It occurred 
to Miss Devine, however, that ostrich 
plumes, so far as she had ever heard 
of, did not come from India. Had 
the origin of the shipment been 
Aden in Arabia or somewhere in 
South Africa, her suspicions, per- 
haps, would not have been aroused. 
Another thing that deepened her 
feminine curiosity was who in Mex- 
ico, in these troublous times, 
would care to pay $9000 for ostrich 
plumes and bring them all the way 
from far-away India. Miss Devine 
called the attention of EB. Cotula, a 
special deputy collector, to the pos- 
sibilities of the boxes containing con- 
traband goods or articles that Were. 
perhaps, intended to be smuggled 
back into the United States. Mr. Co- 
tula decided to keep in touch with 
the unusual shipment until the mys- 
tery was cleared up. The boxes re- 
mained in the custom-house bere 4 
day and then were crossed to Nuevo 
Laredo, where their ownership was 
duly claimed by a foreigner who 
was in the habit of making period!- 
cal visite to Laredo. 

This man transferred the contents 
of the four boxes into a trunk and 
while he was doing this, he wae un- 
der surveillance of a special agent of 
the Treasury Department of the 
United States government. It was 
also observed that the shipment was 
not ostrich plumes, as had been de- 
clared in the invoice, but that they 
were something akin to those deco- 
rations. Mr. Cotula learned that it 
was planned to smuggle this trunk 
into the United States at a potnt 
about two miles above Laredo. 

Two special inspectors were de- 
tailed to watch the proposed cross- 
ing point and after several days 
and nights of patient waiting, they 
saw the contraband goods brought 
over in avrboat rowed by Mexicans. 
The trunk was taken out and con- 
céaled in a clump of prickly pear 
and mesquite bushes and there it 
remained until the following day 
when a cart pulled by a slow-mov- 
ing burro came along and the Mex!-

The reason that it was 
not pounced upon and its contents 
explored was that it was desired that 
the men who were directly involved 
in the smug«ling scheme should be 
captured. It was known that the 
Mexicans who were hauling the 
trunk about were simply hired to do 
their work and probably had no 
guilty knowledge of thr: affair. 
SHIPMENT VALUABLE. 
No sooner had the trunk reached 
the depot, however, than the same 
forsign-looking man who had 
claimed it in Nuevo redo, took 
charge of it and insisted that ft be 
loaded immediately upon the bag- 
gage car of a north-bound train. 
He was placed under arrest by Mr. 
Cotula. The trunk was hauled back 
to the custom house and opened. 
There was displayed a wonderful 
sight to the eyes of the custom 
house officttals and employees. Tier 
upon tier in the trunk Jay birds of 
paradise. By actual count they 
numbered 427 birds. Their total 
value was estimated at $52,700. The 
strangor gave his name as Abraham 
Kaliman. He was tried here in the 
I'nited States District Court and sen- 
tenced to six months imprisonment 
and tite payment of a fine of $2500.

It is steted that it was the prac- 
tice of these men to import not only 
birds of paradise, but silks and other 
valuable foreign products to Mexico 
in bond and have them smuggtled 
back the United States and 
shipped to New York, where they 
were sold at enormous profits. 
The question of what should be 
Gone with the birds of paradise which 
were confiscated from Kallman was 
finally settied by turning them over 
to Dr. William T. Hornaday, direc- 
tor of the New York Zoological So- 
clety, who will distribu*e them to 
the various museums of the coun- 
try, where they will ts» on exhibi- 
tion for educational purposes.

D’ANNUNZIO PRAISES AMERICA. 


Italian Poet Now at Front as an 
Aviator Issues Statement. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 
ROME (via Paris) April 7.— 
Gabriele d’Annunazio, Italian poet, 


who is now serving at the front as 
& captain in the aviation corps, has 
issued the following statement in 
connection with America’s entrance 
into the war: 

“The group of stars on the great 
republican banner has become «4 
constellations, a propitious sign to 
sailors armed and unarmed and a 
spiritual token for all nations fight- 
ing in a righteous war. Italy salutes 
the glorious spirit which has led 
the people of the American union to 
reconfirm and reseal their pact with 
liberty. 

“Italy, alone among the Allied 
nations, having the possibility to 
avoid war and remain an inert spec- 
tator, arose freely in arma, not so 
much*for the reconquest of her 
heritage as for the salvation of all 
that which, in the centuries born 
of Rome, has represented the 
nobleness of free men. She armed 
herself, as the American nation ddes 
today, for an idea] reason and he- 
roic claim. Her spontaneous act, 
like that achieved today by the 
people of George Washington, has 
the beauty of sacrifice offered to 
the hopes of mankind. 

“In this hope the American na- 
tion from north, south, east and 
west, arises today to offer its ac- 
cumulated treasure, acknowledging 
in our cause the finest cause for 
which men have ever fought. April 
14 is the anniversary of «Lincoln's 
death. From his sepulchre issued 
the grand words which his sacred 
lips pronounced in the cemetery of 
Gettysburg, on soll sanctified by the 
blood of combatants. Again we 
hear Lincoln's great prophesy: ‘This 
nation, under God, shall have a new 
birth of freedom.’”

NVESTORS SEEK 
BOND SAFEGUARDS. 


‘ — 
PLAN INTERNATIONAL ACTION 
TO PREVENT LOSSES. 


Unsound Securities and the Na- 
tions Back of Them are to be 
Put on Probation or Denied Fur- 
ther Funds—Mexico is on the 
List of Delinquents. 


{A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 
LONDON, March 25.—Plang for 
the co-operation of American and 
British investors in preventing the 
placing of unsound bond fasuvs of 
fcreign governments either in Eng- 
lend or America fave been ap- 
proved by the Corporation of For- 
eign Bondholders of Great Britain. 
The proposal was recommended re- 
cently to the Investment Bankers’ 
Association of America. 

Commenting on it, in their annual 
report, just made public, the coun- 
cll of the Corporation of Foreign 
Pondholders deciared: 

“The counci] takes this oppor- 
tunity of saying that they would 
giadiy do all in their power to co- 
operate, and it s@emg to them that 
it would be a very strong Weapon 
of defense in the hands of _bond- 


holders against defaulting sgovern- 


ments if it were known that such 
©o-operation existed. These govern- 
ments would then realise that if 
they failed to comply with their 
cbligations in thie country they 
would find difficulties ig¢@ the way of 
cbtaining freth meney in the United 
Btates and vice versa, unti] they had 
returned to the path of honesty.” 

REPORT ON CONDITIONS. 

Protection of the interests of hold- 
ers of foreign securities is the prin- 
cipal object of the corporation. Re- 
viewing the conditions of the past 
year, the council reported: 
“The scrupulous compliance with 
its obligations by the government of 
Venezuela, the punctual remittance 
of the sum required to cover the an- 
nual debt service by Guatemala, and 
the return to full payments by» 
Colombia and Liberia are satisfac- 
tery features of the year. Costa 
Rica, too, has provided the funds 
required for the payment of the 
half-yearly coupons well ahead of 
their due dates. 

“Unfortunately, some of the 
Latin-American countries have 
stopped payment altogether. Para- 
guay, after a creditable record ex- 
tending over sor eighteen years, 
has completely suspended payment 
of the service on its externa) debt, 
“Ecuador has continived in default 
during the past year on the whole of 
its externa! obligations. 

“Nicaragua has been wnable to 
carry out the agreement made with 
bondholders in 1915. This, however, 
is due to the fact that the money 
owing to the republic since June 
22, 1916, wnder the treaty with the 
United States,’ has mot been pald. 
HONDURAS IN DEFAULT. 


“Honduras has entered on the 
forty-fourth year of uninterrupated 
default, and its record in this re- 
spect ig onlv surpassed by some of 
the Southern States of the United 
States of America. 

“As to Mexico, the condition of 
effairs has shown little if any im- 
provement during the past year.” 
The counci] reported that “nine 
States in the United States of 
America are in default on certain of 
their ovligations,” that Montenegro 
has defaulted since the outbreak of 
the war, while Bahia, Brasil, Para- 
guay, Salvador and Uruguay § are 
only making part payments. 


HOLLANDER WANTS 
COLONIES GUARDED. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
AMSTERDAM (The Nether- 
lands) March 25.—In a plea urging 
the Dutch government to prepare 
for the defense of the Dutch Bast 
Indies, Gen. Johannas Benedictus 
van Heutz, formerly Governor-Gen- 
eral of those colonies, advocates the 
bullding of a fleet of large subma- 
rines, instead of a small battle fleet, 
and the organization of a native 
militia army in the islands.

RANCE DELAYS

PARIS, March 25. — Premier 
Briand’s project to abolish the con- 
sumption of alcohol as a beverage in 
France by decree, announced to the 
Chamber of Deputies when he pre- 
sented his reorganized Cabinet, is 
still nothing but a project. Parlila- 
ment has not yet acted upon the 
Premier's request for authority to 
settle urgent questions by decree and 
in the meantime the vague under- 
ground resistance to the reform has 
become open and aggressive. France 
is not going dry without a struggle. 

The Republican Committee of In- 
dustry and Commerce, an organiza- 
tion mrostly of business men and 
politicians who belong to the - 
cal party, recently adopted resolu- 
tions hostile to prohibition. A strong 
group of Senators, and a stronger 
combination of Deputies, have pro- 
nounced against it. The loss of a 
few hundred million france of 
revenue of the government at a time 
when millions count ts used with 
effect. 

The brandy and liquor associa- 
tions call attention to the fact that, 
if the consumption of alcoholic 
beverages is prohibited in France, 
they cannot be exported to America 
under existing regulationa. This is 
an effective argument in view of the 
importance to France of maintaining 
her exportations and geducing the 
balance of trade against her. 

The resources of the opposition 
may be understood when it re- 
membered that the thirty-one princi- 
pal alcohol producing departments 
of France have a population of more 
than 20,000,000, more than half the 
total population of France. The 
2,000,000 fruit growers are not op-

LIVING IN CELLARS. 


Inhabitants of Lens Spend Two 
Years Underground. 
{[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

PARIS, March 25.—Between, 7000 
and 8000 of the inhabitants of Lens, 
which ig in the occupied territory 
of France, have remained there and 
lived in their cellars for more than 
two years, says Elie Reumavux, man- 
ager of the coal mines ere, who 
has just arrived in Paris. The form- 
er population of Lens was 40,000. 

All the cellarg in the town, M. 
Reumaux says, have been armoured 
with cement by the Germans, s0 
that they constitute so many little 
fortresses, The entire civilian popu- 
lation ts obliged to work at road- 
mending and railroad-bullding, ac- 
cording to M. Reumaux. 

The coal mines of Lens, which are 
among the most important of the re- 
gion of the Pas de Calais and pro- 
duced 20,000,000 tons a year before 
the war, have been idie since the 
invasion and have suffered immense 
damage, says M. Reumaux. 


HOLLAND DISCOVERS 
’ LOCAL SALT FIELDS.

AMSTERDAM (Netherlands) 
March 25.—vV/hile Dutch housew!ves 
are vainly ransacking grocery 
storus for a pound or so of com- 
mon salt, owing to the difficulties in 
obtaining supplies from thg¢ usual 
sources—Portugal, Great Britain 
and Germany—the amazing news 
comes that Holland, within her own 
borders. possesses practically inex- 
haustible salt fields, only waiting for 
the pickax. The announcement was 
made before the Netherlands Geo- 
graphical Society by Dr. P. Tesh 
that in the eastern part of the prov- 
ince of Gelderland thers is a salt 
region estimated to contain 22,000,- 
000,000 tons of galt. Near Biurse, in 
the province of Overysel, there is 
another ealt deposit estimated at 
2,000,000,000 tons. It is not unlikely 
that mining operations will begin at 
an early date.

LOWER CHARITY 
COSTS GAUGED. 


Net Expenditures Reduced in 
All Phases of Work. 


Standard of Service Better, 
Says Superintendent. 


More service for less money is the 
burden of the emphasized portions 
of the fret annual report of the 
county department of charities, just 
published and covering the fiscal 
year ended last June 30. 

The total net expenses for operat- 
ing the entire department, including 
the County Hospital, the County 
Farm, the County Cemetery and the 
outdoor relief division, in the fiscal 
year 1215-1916 were $597,828.41, as 
against $604,811.48 in the fiscal year 
1914-1915. decrease of ap- 
proximately $7000 was secured in 
epite of the fact that the hospital 
had a daily average population of 
fifty-nine more persons, the farm of 
137 more and that the outdoor relief 
alded 2786 more. In addition, the 
county on July 1, 1915, took over all 
the outdoor re work of the city. 

In commenting on these figures, 
Superintendent of Charities Martin 
deciares: “TI contend that the stand- 
ard of service was improved, not- 
withstanding the decrease in the net 
cash expenditure for operation and 
maintenance. 


PAYING ITS WAY. 

how the County Farm is now being 
extent. o years ago, it is stated, 
the County Hospital bill for milk 
from private dealers averaged $1100 
@ month, In addition to the milk re- 
ceived from the farm. Now the farm 
supplies all the milk used by the de- 
partment, and the dairy makes a net 
profit of over $60 a day.

Much attention is now directed 
toward German reservists and 
agents and their activities among 
the Mexicans.

— COUNCID OF ENSE. 

Let it be.rememvered to the credit of 
Our State Legniature that the only new 
commission actually created during the 
present session is the State Council of De- 
fense. A score of bills are pending for the 
creation of others, but these are held in 
abeyance while patriotism occupies the seat 
that patronage has been forced to vacate. 
This is an excellent beginning, a har- 
binger of better things. The California 
spirit, once aroused, is vigorous, aggressive 
and patriotic. The Times hopes partisan- 
ship is disappearing before the broader 
issue that a free people will elaim as a 
heritage of their liberties not only freedom 
of the soil but freedom of the seas. 

But in order to conduct a war to a suc- 
cessful issue there must be preparedness 
for both attack and defense. There will be 
no lack of enlistments for service under the 
Flag wherever the emblem of our liberties 
shall be unfurled. From today until the 
end of the present conflict the motto of 
every true American soldier will be that 
wherever the Stars and Stripes are fiying in 
the four winds of heaven, there is my coun- 
try. Our young men are enlisting for the 
war. Before peace is declared the 
house of Hohenzollern must be dismantled. 
Among those present when power of the 
emperor and empire alike are shattered 
will be young men who are now eniisting 
for military service. 

Those leaving California for the front 
must be given some assurance that their 
own homes, their native soll is not left un- 
protected to be pillaged by treacherous 
neighbors. It is to this end that Gov. 
Stephens has organized our State Council 
of Defense and has outlined plans for active 
co-operation with the Federal government 

Four things are necessary: men, equip- 
ment, military highways and coast defense 
vessels. The necessity for each of these 
is urgent; we are handicapped by our own 
improvidence, but the time for retrospect is 
past. To make the best of our present 
resources is the problem by which we 
are now confronted. Military highways 
we must have, in order that our State shall 
not be cut in half by the destruction of rail- 


road bridges and tunnels and that we shall 


not be separated from the other Pacific 
Coast States and from the East. Federal 
co-operation has already been assured. 
Plans have been drawn for the construc- 
tion of a coast military highway that will 
connect with the State highways built dur- 
ing the last three years and that are still 
to be built. Gov. Stephens has proposed a 
conference of Governors of the Pacific 
Coast States to form plans for interstate 
co-operation in constructing these high- 
ways, that there may be a good military 
road froni the Canadian to the Mexican 
border. } 
For our coast defense vessels we must 
look to the Federal government: but the 
State is planning to give all the ald pos- 
sible in constructing these in Pacific Coast 
harbors. This means the co-operation of 
transportation companies and financial ald 
for shipbuilding projects. We shall need 
submarines for defense, airplane fleets for 


scouting, and submarine destroyers to pro 


tect our commerce. 

The exposure of German plots has re 
vealed that the Central Powers are depend- 
ing upon reservists on this side of the At- 
lantic to start a counter demonstration 
against the United States south of the 
Mexican border. To give to this menace 4 
more formidable appearance they hope 
to induce Japan to land troops in Mexico. 
For more adequate protection a highway 
over which men and artillery can be trans 
ported in twenty-four hours from San Fran- 
cisco to San Pedro by automobile trucks 
is highly desirable. A part of the plan 
under consideration also contemplates 
rushing work on the western link in the 
Lincoln Highway. This would make pos- 
sible the rapid transportation of men and 
equipment into California in case the over 
land railroads should be put out of com- 


mission through the destruction of tunnels 


and bridges in the mountains. 

Lastly, there are important problems to 
be solved in the conservation of food and 
fuel supplies. This requires individual, 
State and Federal co-operation. California 
is one ‘of the great food reservoirs of the 
nation. We are expected not only to pro- 
vide for the sustenance of our own popt- 
Jation but to make heavy contributions to 
the supplies of the armies in the fleld and 
of the populations of our big eastern cities. 
California's natural resources will be sub- 
jected to intensive development in the 
strenuous era whose threshold we are cross- 
ing. It is important that there shall be no 
mistakes made in the outset, and it is to 
this end that our State Council! of Defense 
must some of its energies. 


PIRITUAL HELP IN TROUBLE... 

Seventeen million pocket Testaments in 
eighty-three different languages, according 
to the figures of the London Bible Scciety, 
have been distributed among the soldiers 
on the Buropean battlefields, while the 
total cost of the distribution has been over 
$350,000. 

No one can foretell what good may come 
in after years to the whole human race 
from this noble work, unostentatiously car- 
ried on by a few Christian workers. For 
the message of the Gospels is thus carried 
direct to men in a receptive frame of mind 
to assimilate the teachings. Face to face 
with death, surrounded by grim evidences 
of mortal corruption, the most callous must 
feel his thoughts at times directed to the 
graver problems of the hereafter. And at 
such times the pocket Testament will not 
be forgotten. In fact they are extensively 
read and studied in the trenches and are 
sowing good seed in the hearts of many 
who in lighter moments cared nothing for— 
or at best were indifferent to—the lessons 
of the Holy Scriptures. 

Evidence that the soldiers do cherish 
this spiritual help and do seek solace in 
the pages of the Testaments from the fear- 
ful realities of their present existence has 
come back to the society from the most 
unexpected quarters. Some Testaments 
have been taken from the tunics, of the 
dead: dirty, dogeared, often bloodstained, 
but precious keepsakes for mothers and 
widows whose dear ones on the field of 
honor have passed to their greater reward. 

The Bible Society in its efforts to reach 
all makes no discrimination bet ween. friend 
or foe; it only recognizes that all are men 
who need help and consolation. Chris 
tianity, like humanity, sets no bounds to 
ite zeal for the welfare of the body and 
the soul. Through the blackness of the 
European night these deeds of mercy shine 
as stars of hope, the herald of a brighter 
when the shadows fice away.

guns, on the cot in the base hospital, how 
many an aching body, how many a pain 
wracked frame, how many a war weary 
and peace-seéking spirit will respond as 
never before to the gracious words of the 
White Comrade, “Come unto me, all ye 


that are weary and heavy laden, and ! will 


give you rest.” 


ERVICE AND TRAINING. 

With war declared and the nation's 
hosts assembling in response to the Pres!- 
dent's call for volunteers, the next logical 
step for Congress is to @nact the Cham- 
berlain universal military training pill. 
This should be done quickly, for now that 
the die is cast we cannot afford to tem- 
porize or dally. 

The only opposition that has so far been 
raised to this measure is the specious cry 
that universal training is a departure from 
our non-military tfaditions and a step to- 
wards militarism. Nothing could be further 
from the truth or the facts, for in the first 
place the Chamberlain billisthe very antith- 
esis of militarism; and, secondly, since we 
have compulsory universal military service, 
compulsory universa] military training is the 
only sane corollary; for the duty which the 
citizen owes to serve should obligate the 
government to train him so that his service 
will be effective in war and beneficial in 
peace. 

The Federal government was formed by 
the thirteen colonies expressly for the 
purpose of enabling them to make a com- 
mon defense, and in order to give force 
and effect to this covenant in 1792 Congress 
enacted that all able-bodied males between 
the ages of 18 and 45 should be subject to 
military service and constitute the defense 
of the nation. This act was re-enacted in 
1908 and considerably broadened in 1916 
when the new National Defense Act was 
passed. | 

The experience of New York State 

clearly demonstrates that the National 
Guard is not an effective military bulwark 
for a nation of the wealth and importance 
of the United States, and it now becomes 
imperative, if we are to takewur place and 
perform our share in the great struggle now 
in progress, that we provide for compulsory 
universal military training and do so at 
once. 
While the act of 1792 made every man 
of military age and fitness labie to mill- 
tary service, it delegated to the several 
States the military organization of these 
men; and it granted to the States the power 
to make exemptions. In New York State 
the Legislature granted exemption to every 
man who would pay a tax of 75 cents per 
year, and finally reduced this to 60 cents, 
later abolishing it altogether, following 
which the militia died out. 

In view of the fact that universal liability 
to military service is one of the funda- 
mentals of our system, universal training 
is absolutely necessary in order to render 
our military forces effective. The prompt 
enactment of the Chamberlain universal 
military training bill will at once make 
available a million young men who can be 
trained for services at home or abroad 
within the year. 

Its enactment will do more: it will per- 
petuate a system which, if it were In vogue 
today, would give the nation a million 
trained men to take any aggressive or de- 
fensive action that the circumstances may 
render necessary. While the emergency 
measure now before Congress calls for uni- 
versal training, it is purely an emergency 
measure and should be made secondary to 
the passage of the Chamberlain bill which 
has the full approval of the Secretary of 
War and the General Staff. 

The United States has faithfully tried to 
maintain peaceful relations with all na- 
tions. But war has come. Let us cease 
all peace talk and get down to the grim 
work of war preparation and by all means 


do what is done with a will and a might 


that will know no ceasing until the com- 


mon enemy has been crushed for his out- 
lawry on land and sea. 

Let every true-hearted loyal American 
citizen now set his heart to the one great 
task of making war so effectively that peace 
will come quickly. And then when the na- 
tions once more gather in friendly conclave 
it will be time enough to talk about peace. 


HE POETRY OF THE PLOW. 

The government Bureau of Crop Estt- 
mates reports that there are 34,371 gaso- 
line and kerosege tractors in actual use- on 
the farms in the United States, mostly In 
the West. 
and North Dakota each over 2000; Califor- 
nia, Indiana, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Ohio, South Dakota and New Yark each 
over 1000. Texas ts the only Southern 
State that uses tractors extensively, having 
2235 in commission, while the other four- 
teen Southern States use each lees than 
500. The six New England States average 
but 51 each, and Oregon, Washington, Idaho 
and Wyoming, 250 each. In Nevada and 
Arizona the plowman still continues to ex- 
hort’ the impenitent mule, for there are 
but forty-two tractors in use In both these 
States.

TWO-EDGED SWORD. 

When the Adamson law was under 
consideration by Congress there were not 
lacking far-sighted friends of labor who 
reminded the supporters of the measure 
that they were handling double-edged tools; 
that if Congress could pass a law which 
the Supreme Court should uphold fixing the 
wages of railroad hands and compelling the 
railroad companies to pay the wages pre- 
scribed,git could also pass a law limiting 
the right of railway employees to strike. 

The Supreme Court, in validating the con- 
stitutionality of the Adamson law, took oc- 
casion to expressly indorse the right and 
power of Congress to legislate against 
strikes. 

This part of the decision is denounced by 
Sammy Gompers as “reactionary despot- 
ism” and he is continuing to brawl! in the 
East about its being “‘out of harmony with 
the free institutions of the republic.” 

But the members of the Railway Brother 
hood are not unduly exulting over their 
victory in the Supreme Court. They are 
not neglecting to take the increase in the 
contents of their pay envelopes which the 
Supreme Court decision gives them, but at 
the same time they are saying: “Suppose 
the Sixty-fifth or some subsequent Congress 
should be induced by the railroad corpo- 
rations to reduce our wages to their former 
rate, and should, in the same law, prohibit 
strikes, then, In the language of Congress- 
man Crisp, ‘where would we be at'?” 


One way to get the boys out of the 
trenches would be to put the Kaiser under 
lock and key and have the symbols of al 
solutism stripped away in Berlin.

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SAVE THE FOOD SUPPLY. 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.)

W ITH the thréat of impending 


war hanging over us, the air 
is full of varied suggestions 
for increasing the productivity of 
the soil that armies may be fed and 
that the drain of war may be ade- 
quately met. We are told that we 
should cultivate our backyards and 
turn the golf courses into farms. 
All these suggestions ignore the 
cardinal fact that the brunt of the 
burden of providing the nation with 
staples must always be borne by 
the professional farmer and that, in 
order to do this, his supply of labor 
must not be unduly depleted. 
European experience has shown 
that much may be done by the sub- 
stitution of woman’s labor for man’s 
and that in many cases boys and 
men unfitted for military service 
can fill the places of those who have 
marched away. But it also has prov- 


en necessary to bring back many. 


soldiers from the front, at the sac- 
rifice of the time and money spent 
on their military training, in order 
that the productivity of the soil may 
not be lessened to a dangerous de- 
gree. If this is the case in PEng- 
land, dependent only in part on her 
own soil for sustenance, how much 
more true will it be of America, so 
largely self-supporting a country. 
Even the restriction of foodstuffs for 
the use of our own army and our 
own people would so cripple the ef- 
forts of the Allies that it would 
largely detract from the advantages 
toethem of America’s entrance into 
the war. We must be prepared to 
more than maintain our production 
of the main necessities of life, bread, 
meat, potatoes and milk. 

These are not the articles that can 
be produced in large quanti by 
amateur truck-farmers and, to pre 
vent any reduction, the men upon 
whose labor they depend must be 
kept upon the ranches and the 
farms. Something must be done to 
make it clear to the public that it is 
not only the soldier in the trenches 
or the sailor in the navy who is 
fighting for his country. There is 
a glamour about the wearing of a 
uniform which ‘can be matched 
no other sensation and it is very 
hard for any red-blooded man not to 
feel a sense of inferiority and shame 
when military ardor drives all his 
comrades to the recruiting officer 
while his duty may call him equally 
imperatively to stand to his daily 
task. 

Some effort should be made to 
give fitting recognition to those who 
are compelled to remain in the army 
of supply and not in the army of of- 
fense. No voluntary system can 
adequately do this. Invidious dis- 
tinctions will always be drawn when 
it is a matter of option whether a 
man shoulders a rifle or stays by 
the reaper. Only through universal 
service for the country can the in- 
dustrial army be organized on such 
a footing as to make it fully corre 
late with the military forces. When 
every man is called upon, not mere- 
ly to fight, but to render to his coun- 
try that service which he can best 
fulfill, then there will be no ques 
tion of “slackers” or “shirkers,” no 
“white feather’ campaigns. The 
breakdown of the volunteer system 
in England made itself felt as much 
in industrial matters as in military. 
The best men are the first to volun- 
teer and in the enthusiasm of the 
rush to arms the economic loss of 
a man’s services to his country in 
one sphere may be lost sight of in 
the natural applause for his devo- 
tion. 

To maintain the highest efficiency 
of her arms and of the munition 
makers and all the other contrib- 
utors to the power of those arms 
America must not lose sight of the 
necessity for developing her food 
supply to the highest point. No 
truer words were ever found than 
those of Mr. B. F. Yoakum—For 
every man who must shoulder a rifie 
for military duty we had better fur- 
nish inducement for another to take 
up a hoe for farm work. For every 
farm laborer who leaves the farm 
for the ammunition factory to earn 
$3 a day, we had better offor in- 
ducements to the farmers to speed 
up their efforts to feed the people.”

Ags it is now, the ammuni- 
tion and practically all munitions of 
war manufactured in th country 
come from an exceedingly small 
area where the factories devoted to 
such manufacture are at present lo- 
cated. The destruction of any one 
of a limited number of these n 
factories would  serianaly cripple 
either tne defensive or offensive ac- 
tivities of the entire country. 


FASILY CRIPPLED. 


It would be almost impossible to 
properly protect the long stretch of 
railroads reaching from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, with their tunnels, 
bridges and grade constructions 
necessary to cross the mountain 
ranges which separate the Hast 
from the West. Within a few hours 
all the railroads leading to the Pa- 
cific Coast could be damaged to such 
an extent that it would take months 
to get them back into service again.

Superintendent of Transporta- 
tion for the United States Army 


Among the many Spanish-Ameri- 
can War veterans who have offered 
their services to the government in 
case of need is Lieut. John J. Haisch 
of The Palms. He was superintend- 
ent of transportation for the United 
States Army in the Philippines for 
the four years from 1898 to 1902, 
and after the San Francisco fire and 
earthquake had charge of twenty- 
seven refugee camps under Gen.

Lieut. Haisch'’s career illustrates 
the great chances there are in the 
army for the men who know cer- 
tain businesses thoroughly.

On the very day he land- 
ed in Manila he was made superin- 
tendent of transportation. 
“They nailed me as soon as they 
discovered I was a railroad man,” 
he said yesterday.

Island. when I did everything from 
acting as water y to superintend- 
ing construction. "They made me a 
corporal right away and put me in 


‘| Charge of transportation.” 


Later he was promoted to be sec- 
ond lieutenant of the Kansas Regi- 
yment. and afterward was made first 
in the Thirty-sixth Infan- 
try under Gen. J. Franklin Bell, who 
is now in command of the Western 
Department, -with headquarters at 
n Francisco, and who on May 1 is 
to take command of the Eastern 
Depgrtment, with headquarters at 
Governor's Island, N. Y. 
As head of the transportation de- 
partment in the Philippines Lieut. 
Haisch was superintendent of the 
Manila and Dagupan Rallway, 196 
miles long, crossing the island of 
Luzon. 

At the end of the Philippines 
campaign Lieut. Haisch came to Los 
Angeles and entered the service of 
the Southern Pacific. After the fire 
and earthquake, Gen. Funston sent 
for him to take charge of the ref- 
ugee camps. He returned here 
when that mission was accomplished 
and is now living at The Palms.

Says Little Brown Men are not 
: Angry, but Hurt; that Yellow 
Press Whoops for War, Officials

War between the United States and 
Japan, if it ever comes, will not be 
caused by the direct relations be- 
tween the two nations but by the 
open door in China or some other 
oriental question, in the opinion of 
Rev. H.-V. 8, Peake, who is here on 
a Visit after twenty-six years of serv- 
lce as a Christian missionary in 


Japan. 

“The Japanese are not angry,” 
said he. “We have merely cut their 
pride deeply. Commodore Peary in- 
vited the Japanese people to open 
their ports and join the procession 
of progress. Ever since then the 
Japanese have been friends of Amer- 
ica and believed we were their 
friends. Now they cannot under- 
stand why we should discriminate 
against them. | 
“What may be the final outcome of 
this feeling time only will tell, but I 
am sure Japan will never go to war 
because of the immigration or the 
land questions here. She will abide 
by the gentlemen's agreement and 
keep her people at home, if she feels 
they are not wanted here. 

“The yellow press of Japan is very 
loud and does much to create a feel- 
ing in Japan against Americans, but 
the official and merchant classes are 
honestly promoting peace. The 
press influences only the students 
and teachers. It has not reached the 
working classes. 

“The tendency toward the Ger- 
man system of autocracy is very 
marked in Japan.”’ 

Mr. Peake is connected with the 
American Dutch Reform Mission and 
ie stationed on the Island of Kyushu. 
He is here as guest of John Makins, 
superintendent of the Sailors’ Rest, 
at the harbor. The two once worked 
together in Japan.

The 
right to judge these cuestions was 
clearly invested by the court's opin- 
jon In the municipal authorities of 
every city. 

“In the framing of the ordinance 
we shall take particular care to 
s0 word the measure that there shal! 
be no doubt as to what is the resi- 
dence district and what the business 
section. We are determined that 
there shall be no subterfuges in the 
form of interpretations behind 
which anyune can take refuge to de- 
feat the purpose and intent of the 
ordinance. Now that the City

The Greeks have a new 
religious head here, a man of prom- 
inence in their church, and he is 
making his impress felt in the local 
colony. Their new leader is the 
Megas Econoros Pericles Papavasil- 
liou. He ranks the same as bishop 
in the Roman church and has been 
sent to the West to conserve the m- 
terests of the Greek church on the 
Pacific Coast. 
“Bvangelasmos Tis Theoto 
Kou,” or St. Mary's Greek Catholic 
Church, is located on San Julian 
street between Twelfth and Pice 
streets. It is a substantial brick 
structure, erected about four years 
ago, and there is a commodious par- 
isi house back of it. This church 
will be the setting for a series of 
Erster services during the ensuing 
week such as have been seldom seen 
in the Weat. 
The interior arrangement of the 
church tis different from that of the 
Roman churches. Panels containing 


biblical scenes stretch entirely across 


the chancel space, and during serv- 

ices one of these panels is raised and 

exposes the main altar. 
“WORSHIPERS STAND. 

In the center of the church there 
are no seats. The congregation 
stands or kneels during the services. 
The aged or tafirm, who cannot 
stand, are provided for by seats 
placed along the walls on both sides. 
These seats are high, with arms on 
which the orshiper may support 
himself while yet remaining in a 
standing position, if possible, but 
there are narrow seats that may be 
folded down and ueed if necessary. 

Painters and decorators have been 
at work on the interior of the Greek 
church for the past week. The dec- 
orations are ¢laborate. In connec- 
tion with these changes, Constantine 
Ducas, an artist of prominence from 
Athens, Greece, has come to paint 
two pictures for use during Easter 
services. One of these is * e Cru- 
cifixion.”” It will be used on Holy 
Friday only, and is to be placed on 
an altar in the very center of the 
church. The other will be a pic- 
ture of “The Resurrection,” and is 
will be placed above the main altar 
on Easter. 

The services on Holy Friday 
will begin at 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and will continue without inter- 
ruption until 11 o'clock that night. 
The various phases of the service 
typify the incidents of the crucifix- 
fon and placing of Jesus in the tomb. 

Each member of the congregation 
will hold a lighted candle during the 


drama proceeds, and the exemplifi- 
cation of Jesus being laid in the 
tomb is set forth, one by one the 
lights are extinguished, and at the 
close of the ceremonies the priest 
retreats with the last light. 


MIDNIGHT MASS. 


The Easter services will begin 
next Saturday night at exactly mid- 
night. The mass will be celebrated; 
a men’s choir, divided into two sec- 
tions and placed on each side of the 
sanctuary, will alternately sing the 
story of the Resurrection, and 
the priest will preach. The service 
continues from midnight until 6 
o'clock on Sunday morning. <A sec- 
ond mass will be celebrated at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon on Bunday, 
followed by a sermon and the full 
ritual of the Greek chureh. Can- 
dies will be distributed, and each 
member of the congregation will 
bear away an Easter flower. Very 
elaborate floral decorations will em- 
bellish the other decorative fea- 
tures. The music is all vocal, no 
musical instruments being placed in 
the Greek churches. 

At the conclusion of the religious 
eeremonies the Greek colony will 
have a general festive time. The 
Easter festivities continue during the 
ensuing week, and it is a season for 
the general renewing of friendships, 
receptions and visits, as well as va- 
rious public entertainments. 

With the coming of the Megas 
Economos Papavasilliou, various ac- 
tivities have been planned in the 
Greek colony. One of these will be 
the establishment of a school in 
which the children will be taught 
Greek and religious instruction. 
There are more than fifty children 
ready to enter the new school, which 
it is expected will be soon 
after Easter.

Probate Judge Rules on Point 
Relieved to Have been Raised 


Judge Rives of the Probate Court 
decided yesterday the unique point 
that although a legatee under the 
will of Martin O'Hara was dead at 
the time the latter executed the will, 
the provision was valid and the 
heirs of the legatee are entitled to 
the bequest.

When public interest becomes suf- 
ficiently aroused in any subject of 
national importance, it is generally 
crystalized in legislative action of 
some form or other. As a prelimi- 
nary thereto, measures varying in 
detail but, ag a rule, along the same 
broad lines are brought forward for 
consideration. This ig the case to- 
day with the question of universal] 
training for national] defense, cuupled 


with the obligation of service in 
time of emergency. ‘ 
The purpose the so-called 


of 
“Chamberlain bill” is “to provide 
for the military and naval training 
of the citizen forces of the nation.” 
It prescribes that every male citizen 
of the United States and every male 
who has declared his intention to 
become a citizen shall undergo mili- 
tary or naval training for a period 
of six months during the calendar 
year in which he reaches the age 
of 19. The provision is to 
go into effect on January 1 in the 
year following ifs passage, in which 
year the period of training shall be 
limited to three months. All per- 
sons liable to training and failing 
to do so when they reach the age 
fixed shall be subject to penalties 
prescribed by law and, moreover, 
undergo training in the next suc- 
ceeding year. The liability to train- 
ing ceases at the age of 26, but mem- 
bers of the permanent military and 
naval forces of the United States, 
persons physically unfit, and those 
who are the sole support of a father, 
mother, brother, sister, wife or child, 
are exempted, but they must report 
for re-examination at fixed periods 
up to the age of 25. In case the 
man belongs to a religious sect whose 
creed forbids the bearing of arms in 


in the non-combatant branches. 
Criminals and those of notoriously 
bad character are to be trained only 
in special organizations. 

Credits are also given for such 
previous training as is provided by 
the Secre of War and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. The expenses are 
borne by the government but no 
substitute is permitted and no pay- 
ment of money shall exempt a man 
from training. This wise proviso was 
based upon the abominable condi- 
tions of affairs produced by the 
offering of substitutes in order to 
evade the Draft Act during the 
War of the Rebellion. 

Each person exempted from train- 
ing shall receive a certificate to that 
effect, while those who have com- 
pleted their training are given both 
a certificate and distinctive rosette. 
The Chamberlain bill very prop- 
erly forbids the naturalization 
of anyone unless he has received the 
certificate of training, one of tem- 
porary or permanent exemption, or 
is actually undergoing training. No 
one Hable to such training shal! hold 
any position of public trust or profit 
uniess he has such Certificate as 
just enumerated, and no person, cor- 
poration, partnership or association 
shall be permitted to employ any 
person up to the age of 28 years who 
has been liable to such training un- 
less he has received a smiliar cer- 
tificate. These provisos are intended 
to afford a means of enforcing the 
law automatically by compelling ap- 
pearance for registration and train- 
ing of such meh as show a tendency 
to shirk. 

The territory of the United States 
is to be divided into training dis- 
tricts and all persons are to be reg- 
and subjected to an ex- 
amination for physical fitness, the 
necessary boards being provided for 
that purpose, Appeals may be made 
from the decision of the Board of 
Registration to the United States 
District Court, the decision of which 
shall be final. 


be members of the Reserve Citizen. 
Army or the Reserve Citizen Navy 
from the date fixed for the begin- 
ning of their training until the end 
of the calendar year in which they 
reach the age of 28, and also mem- 
bers of the class of the year in which 
they are trained. When called upon 
for service they shall receive the 
pay and allowances of officers or en- 
listed men of the same grade of the 
regular army and navy. 

The President is empowered to re- 
quire all members of the Reserve 
Citizen Army and the Reserve Citi- 
zen Navy to report in person for one 
day annually. The President ts also 
authorized to call this Reserve Citi- 
zen Army and the Reserve Citizen 
Navy into service in time of emer- 
gency. This call is to be made by 
classes, the youngest first. In case 
only a part is called, it shall be ap- 
portioned to the States according to 
their population. It is also pre- 
scribed that the Reserve Citizen 
Army or the Reserve Citizen Navy 
shall not be used in case of strikes 
or other industrial disputes. 

In formulating this bill the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affaire 
considered carefully three features: 
(1) the length of time required for 
training: (2) the age when this 
training was to commence; and (3) 
preliminary training. In the mili- 
tary systems of various countries 
different methods are pursued. For 
example: Chile has one year of con- 
tinuous training without any previ- 
ous or subsequent schooling: Ger- 
many has a continuous period of 
training of two years with subse- 
quent recurring periods of shorter 
lenath; the Australian system em- 
bodies seven yearly periods of six- 
teen days each, which are preceded 
by shorter periods of introductory 
training: the Swiss have a period of 
continuous training of sixty-five to 
ninety days, which is preceded by 
voluntary training and followed by 
sevesa] short periods in subsequent 
years. An examination of the ages 
at which training is begun in other 
nations points to the fact that the 
age of 19 years is, all things con- 
sidered, the best. At that age men 
are old enough to undergo severe 
military training, but are probably 
at their minimum value from an 
economic standpoint. 

Encouragement is given to pre- 
liminary training because it accom- 
plishes the desired results from a 
military standpoint, diminishes the 
length of intensive training, and 
confers the benefit of results ob- 
tained earlier by raising the stand- 
ard of life among those trained. The 


can be given in schools and colleges, 
the better the result from every 
point of view. 

Under this act it is contemplated 
that about 500,000 men would be 
trained each year and then pass into 
the reserve, where they will continue 
for nine years. When the act has 
become fully operative there will be 
available in round numbers about 
4,000,000 men, whose liability to 
service will cease at the age of 28 
instead of 45, as is the case with 
most of the European armies. 

The great difficulty of obtaining 
& sufficient number of officers to in- 
struct 500,000 men each year neces- 
sitated a limitation of the training 
to three months in the first year.

In empowering the President to 
use other departments and agencies 
of the United States in connection 
with this military training, the Sen- 
ate committee has wisely endeav- 
ored to set in motion the machinery 
which will necessarily be used in 
time of war. 

The measure possesses, of course, 
certain defects, but taken as a whole 
it is one of the most notable mili- 
tary bills which has ever emanated 
from Congress.

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‘GROW SOYA BEANS. 


Movement to Start a New and Profit- 
able Industry at Tacoma. 

{Philadelphia Public Ledger:] An 
attempt to inaugurate an entirely 
new and profitable industry in Ta- 
coma and the Puyallup Valley, in 
the growth of the soya bean, with 
the probability that the experiment 
will prove successful and result in 
the erection in Tacoma of an oll- 
extracting plant to cost from $659,- 


1000 to $75,000, is announced. 


The soya bean is one of the most 
valuable imports of the United 
States from Japan, and a product 
which may be put to more uses 
than probably any other. The bean 
and its extracted oil is used in the 
manufacture of butter, candy, lard, 
high-grade soaps, medicinally and 
for a hundred other purposes. The 
cake form of the bean, when 
ground, makes one of the best feeds 
for poultry and cattle, being espe- 
cially valuable as a milk producer, 
Unlike many other feeds, it is not 
— to the stomach of the ani- 
mal. 

Some time ago W. H. Paulhamus 
of the Puyallup and Sumner Fruit 
Growers’ Association, suggested that 
the Keystone Cereal Company of 
this city, which imiports an enor- 
mous quantity of the bean in cake 
form, make an effort to obtain some 
seed. The agents of the company 
in Japan, after lengthy negotiations, 
were finally able to purchase a 
quantity of seed, the concession be- 
ing made by the Japanese only be- 
cause of the trade the local company 
gave them. This seed will be dis- 
tributed free of charge to farmers 
of the Puyallup Valley and Western 
Washington by the growers’ asso- 
clation and the cereal company. The 
seed will be sown tn January, and 
it ls expected a good crop will re- 
sult, as the Puget Sound climate is 
very similar to that in Japan, and 
the bean is adapted to Doth hilly 
country and valley lands. If the 
experiment proves successful it is 
said a modern oll-extracting factory 
will be erected in Tacoma, where 
the farmers may dispose of the bean 
at a good profit. 

Two shipments of the cake form 
of the bean are due here next week, 
each amounting to 1000 tons. All 
of the beans received in America 
have passed through an oll-extract- 
ing mill, where from 16 to 18 per 
cent. of their oil has been extracted, 
and the cake is then sold at from 
$325 to $38 aton. If the bean could 
be grown in this country an im- 
mense profit would result to the 
grower and manufacturer, it is said. 

Previous attempts have been made 
to get seed of the bean and test 
it in this country, but a sufficient 
quantity has never been obtained, 
the Japanese merchants being un- 
willing to jeopardize their trade in 
the commodity. 

The soya bean is very common 
in Japan, where it is put to many 
and varied uses by the natives. 
Cakes made from the bean form 
one of the delicacies in the diet of 


ithe common people.

The “Genius” Again. 

The Néw York Tribune of March 
20 reports that: Theodore Dreleer, 
the author, and the John Lane Com- 
pany, the publisher, of the novel, 
“The Genius,” to which the Society 
for the Suppression of Vice has 
made objection, have decided to sub- 
mit their differences to the Appel- 
late division of the Supreme Court. 

Dreiser, who claims that his work 
is of artistic and literary value, and 
the publishing firm, which admits 
that the author will lose more thap 
$50,000 in royalties if the novel is 
permanently suppressed, drew up a 
statement of agreed facts and asked 
the court to decide whether the So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice 
acted properly in warning the com- 
pany that the book must be with- 
drawn from publication. A ‘copy of 
“The Genius” was submitted as 
Exhibit A for the perusal of the jus- 
tices. 

The statement says that Dreiser 
made a contract with the publishers 
in 1914 to write a novel that was to 
contain nothing of a scandalous, It- 
belous or immoral character. He 
was to receive 20 per cent. of the 

from its sale after publica- 
tion. The book had already brought 
in $8000. Then along came the 
Society for the Suppression of Vice 
to object to the novel. 

The John Lane Company decided 
to obey the order of the moral cen- 
sorship society at the time, and then 
agreed with Dreiser to let the Ap- 
pellate division say whether the 
book should be shelved or circulated.

APPEAL TO VETERANS 
OF THE SPANISH WAR. 


(BY A. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—Vet- 
erans ef the Spanish War were 
called upon today to show thelr pa- 
triotism and loyalty in the present 
crisis with Germany in an appeal 
by their commander-in-chief, D. V. 
Chisholm, announcing that he ex- 
pects to “raise troops in each State 
to be offered to the government for 
protection against any foreign foe,” 
as soon as Congress “defines some 
programme.” 

“Tt is the Intention of national 
headquarters,” said the appeal, “to 
recruit, if necessary, companies in 
every department composed of ex- 
perienced men, to be officered from 
our organization whose services will 
be tendered to the government.” 

Commander Chisholm announced 
he would furnish experienced officer 
veterans to drill civilian organiza- 
tions. He has sent personal letters 
to every department commander in 
the United States, the Philippines, 
Porto Rico, Panama and China, and 
said today he believed he could 
gather at least 150,000 men able to 
pass the physical test who would be 
“invaluable in a crisis.”

MEN HAVE CHANCE TO ENJOY 
THEATRICAL HITS. 


FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE) 
FRENCH FRONT, March 1. — 
From the hardships of the dugout 
and the trench to the restful enjoy- 
ment of the theater is now but «a 
step for the French soldier. Right 
behind the front fighting line, the 
best among the French public en- 
tertainers—from the opera, the state- 
subventioned and private theaters 
and the, variety hallse—greet the 
soldiers when they come back for 
their short interval of repose. 

One of the originators of this idea 
was Lucien Boyer, perhaps the most 
widely known Bohemian poet of 
/France and now a simple private in 
the famous Alpine corps. His age 
did not permit him after his mo- 
bilization to take part in the actual 
fighting and he was employed on 
very necessary but dull work in the 
rear. While doing this he often en- 
tertained the men of his company 
with selections from his songs and 
the cheeriness of his comrades be- 
came so marked that the attention 
of the higher authorities was called 
to the usefulness of providing en- 
tertainment for them. Hundreds of 
applications from actresses were re- 
ceived asking to be permitted to 
participate in the work. 

The difficulty of allowing women 
to enter the battle zone was eventu- 
ally overcome and now several 
troupes composed of the leading ac- 
tors and actresses of France are con- 
tinually on tour among the troops. 
They visit every rest camp, behind 
the front lines from time to time 
and some of them, including Boyer, 
have been as far afield as Mace- 
donia. 

None of the performers obtains 
any emolument for the services giv- 
en. The women are given free trans- 
port to the places where they are to 
perform and that is all they receive. 
The men, when they are of military 
age, receive the pay and rations of 
the private soldier. 

Hundreds of artists volunteer for 
the work and many of those selected 
forfeit remunerative engagements in 
order to serve their country In this 
way. 


BULGAR GENERAL

IN WESTERN MEXICO. 


Banditry and Lack of Real Government Reduce Large 
Sections of Country to Condition of Ruin—Great Es- 
tates are Reverting to Forest—Trains Run Only When 
Outlaw Chiefs Grant Written Permission. 


(Mex.) March 27. 
in the more 

western and southwestern 
portions of Mexico, particularly in 
all that territory penetrated by the 
lines of railway that run from the 
City of Mexico to Guadalajara and 
south from Guadalajara to Manzan- 
illo, on the Pacific Coast, are more 
dangerous, so far as they affect life 
and property, than at any time since 
the revolutionary period began in 
Mexico. This information is brought 
here by recent arrivals from points 
in the affected regions. It is stated 
that the control of the de facto gov- 
ernment amounts to naught in the 
country districts and is only nominal 
in the larger towns and cities. The 
burning of bridges upon the division 
of the National Railways of Mexico 
that runs between Irapuato and 
Guadalajara by bandits, and the 
holding up and robbing of trains is 
almost an every-day occurrence. 
The once-famous pleasure resort 
of Ocotlan, on Lake Chapala, near 
Guadalajara, is the center of opera- 
tions of a large band of brigands 
which is under the leadership of 
Lorenzo Zepeda. It was at Ocotlan 
that the late President Porfirio Diaz 
had a beautiful summer home, and 
it was at points upon the shore of 
Lake Chapala that the rich families 
of the Cientifico element of Mexico 
in former days had palatial abodes 
and were wont to live a life of ease 
and luxury. 

These times have changed, and 
now many of the once beautiful 
homes of rich families are occupied 
by bandits and families 6f the peon 
class. Zapeda is in such complete 
control of the situation in the region 
around Guadalajara that the trains 
are only permitted to pass over the 
tracks of the railroad by his writ- 
ten permission. Whenever he feels 
inclined he holds up freight cars, 
and, after robbing them of their 
contents, usually sets them on fire. 
Near Ocotlan there are to be seen 
at this time the ruins of more than 
100 box cars that have been robbed 
of their freight and then burned. 


BANDITS TAKE TRIBUTE. 


The territory of Tepic, which em- 
braces some of the richest lands 
and plantations of the republic, is 
in complete control of bandits. 
Property holders of all kinds are 
required to pay tribute in money 
contributions to these outlaws. The 
running of trains over the Tepic di- 
vision of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road of Mexico has been abandoned 
temporarily on account of the dan- 
gerous condition that exists in that 
part of the country. According to 
information received here, the West 
Coast ports of Manzanillo and 
Mazatian are doing a thriving busi- 
ness notwithstanding the chaotic 
condition of the rural districts 
around them. 

Jt is stated that another shipment 
of machinery and artillery from 
Japan has arrived at Manzanillo in 
the last few days. The first ship-

ment was landed at that port about 
three weeks ago and consisted of 
1600 tons of gun carriages and ma- 
chinery for making 30-30 cartridges 
and also 75-milimeter shells. This 
consignment was taken to the City 
of Mexico, where, it is stated, the 
machinery will be set up in a plant 
that is being built there under the 
direction of Germans for the pur- 
pose of inanufacturing war equip- 
ment.

The rich mines of the Boleo Cop- 
per Company, situated at Santa Ro- 
salia, in a remote part of the penin- 
sula of Lower California, were again 
placed in full operation recently. 
This company its owned by the 
Rothchilds of Fyance and its mines 
at Santa Rosalia are among the 
largest in output upon this conti- 
nent, although the property has re- 
ceived comparatively little attention 
in American mining and business 
circles. This is due to the fact that 
it is far removed from ordinary 
transportation and that for many 
years all of the output of the big 
emelter which the company operates 
at Santa Rosalia has been sent di- 
rect to Europe in vessela the com- 
pany owned, as well as in other for- 
eign-owned ships. At the time of 
the outbreak of the war across the 
seas there were eight German vees- 
sels in port at Santa Rosalia taking 
on or preparing to take on cargoes, 
and all of these, together with their 
crews, were interned. With the re- 
opening of the copper mines many 
of these Germans were given em- 
ployment by the Boleo Copper Com- 
pany. 

CRITICISES CONSTITUTION. 

The new constitution which was 
framed recently at Queretaro is 
meeting with the severest kind of 
criticism on the part of the business 
and industrial element of this coun- 
try, and the belief is prevalent that 
the document will not be allowed to 
stand, even should the Carranza 
government continue for any length 
of.time to be the recognized su- 
preme authority in the political af- 
faire of this country. The inhibition 
features of the constitution, par- 
ticularly those which if enforced 
would prevent the further invest- 
ment of foreign capital in industrial 
or other development projects of 
Mexico, are very generally regarded 
as being one of the most backward 
steps that this country could have 
taken. It is & well-established fact 
that what has already been atcom- 
plished in the matter of developing 
the wonderful store of natural re- 
sources of Mexico ts due to foreign 
capital. The new constitution which 
Carranza and his coterie of political 
advisers have drafted for the people 
is regarded by many @s being merely 
a temporary décument to meet cer- 
tain exigencies that copfront the de 
facto government, and there is lit- 
tle apperhension that the document 
will be made the permanent organic

FROSTED GLASS M 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


ADE IN 


ORRANCE, March 31.—New in 
[ the development of industry in 
Southern California is the in- 
stalling of a sand pressure grinding 
machine in the plant of the Tor- 
rance window glass factory. This 
machine makes frosted glass, and is 
the only one of its kind west of Chi- 
cago. 
The process is used on double- 
strength window glass only. The 
panes are conveyed across a table 
six feet wide by twenty feet long, 
passing under a nozzle which drives 
sharp sand by means of a cupola 
pressure blower over the glass, the 
sand cutting and producing a frost- 
ed effect. The sand blown from the 
table is automatically carried by a 
conveyor and dumped into the hop- 
per above the nozzle, so that the 
same sand is used over and over 


again. 
Incidentally, this machine, which

was designed and built by Engineer 
Ee. B. Taylor, te equipped with a 15 
h.p. “made in Leos Angeles” motor. 
“We believe in patronizing home in- 
dustry in every way possible,” said 
Mr. Taylor yesterday. The Torrance 
Window Glass Company is complet- 
ing plans for the installation of a 
thirty-six blower furnace when the 
fire goes out in May. 

Glass factories only operate nine 
months tin the year all over the 
United States. The other three 
months are used for repairs and con- 
struction work, and by the men for 
rest and recuperation. 

President Neenan of the National 
Window Glass Workers’ Association 
visited the Torrance plant last week. 
“The climatical conditions for glass 
blowing are finer in Torrance than 
any locality I have ever seen,” said 
‘Mr. Neenan, “and you are turning 
out a quality of glass here that is 
not being equaled by the eastern 


plants.”

EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS 
ALARM JAPANESE.

trict of the Hakone mountains about 


fifty miles from Tokio has just been 
visited by severe earthquakes. For- 
ty-eight shocks of more or legg se- 
verity occurred during one evening. 
Consternation was cavped in the 
whole district, the inhabitants flee- 
ing their homes and visitors from 
Tokio and elsewhere, who were win- 
tering at the hot springs, taking 
refuge in the town of Odawara. 
There is no report of loss of life. 

The center of shocks were the yil- 
lages of Kiga, Goura, Miyanoshita, 
Yumoto, Motohakone, Lake Ashi and 
Owakudani, which are ali the sites 
of well known hot springs, visited 
by thousands of foreign tourists 
every year. 

The oscillations were also felt at 
Gotemba, Atami and the neighbor- 
ing districts. Great uneasiness pre- 
vails among local inhabitants. It is 
feared that the shocks may be the 
moug extinct crater at Owakudanhi' 

Dr. Mamura, professor of  seis- 
mology at the Imperial University 
says that the principal Hakone peak 
of Owakudani has not been active 
‘since prehistoric ages. He does not 
forecast a new dangeroug eruption.

INSTEAD OF CORK.

LONDON, Jan. 22.—The British 
government, through its Board of 
Trade, has approved of kapok and 
henceforth life preservers made with 
kapok instead of cork may be ex- 
pected to find their way on board 
many British ships. 

The kapok tree grows in the trop- 
fee. The best quality at present 
comes from Java, but it is expected 
that the cultivation of the tree will 
soon, yield the same results in the 
British West Indies and Central 
America. 

In Java kapok trees may be found 
planted along the roads in coffee and 
cocoa plantations. A single tree may 
yield up to 1600 fruits. Much of the 
fibre, after treatment by a German 
patent process, is spun into yarn for 
making plush, lace and similar sub- 
stances, but the real value of the 
fruit lies im the fact that Ite fbre, 
short, light and brittte, is impervious 
and elastic. It is capable of floating 
sixteen times ite own weight of iron 
for over a week. Moreover, *life- 
saving jackets may be made with 
the best kapok for a fraction of the 
cost of a cork jacket.

BIG FRUIT PACK. 


---- 


Deciduous Fruit Growers Expect 
Forty Dollars a Ton or More. 
Righty-five Per Cent. of 
Normal Crop in the 
Pomona Valicy. 


Deciduous fruit growers of South- 
ern and Central California are look- 
ing forward to a big season. The 
canning factories are contracting 
for cling peaches at $35 and $40 per 


ton, and the apricot growers are ex- 


pecting to get from $40 to $45 per 
ton for their fruit. 

The first contracts that were 
made this season were in the Beau- 
mont and Banning districts, where 
$40 per ton has been promised for 
the cling peach crop. There is not 
& great bearing acreage of peaches 
in the Beaumont district. but the 
fruit is of fine quality and the can- 
hers are contracting for it as fast 
as the growers will sign up. 

In the Hemet district, where some 
of the tancy-pack apricote come 
from, the growers are not anxious 
to sign up to sell this year's crop at 
$40. it is thought that the price 
may «0 to $46 for fancy fruit. 

In the Pomona district there is 
the prospect of at least 85 per cent. 
ofa normal crop. If an 85 per cent. 
crop of apricots and peaches ma- 
tures at Pomona and Chino, where 
there are about 200,000 tons of apri- 
cots setting, the growers are certain 
to make a fortune in this one sea- 
son. The peach crop looks fine and 
the trees are better off for not hav- 
ing a full setting of young fruit on 
them, because what fruit there is 
set will have a better opportunity to 
mature. The canners have not yet 
begun buying, but they admit they 
will probably pay $40 a ton for 
peaches and from $40 to $45 per 
ton for apricots. 

The deciduous fruit outlook in the 
San Fernando Valley is excellent at 
this time and the growers do not 
anticipate cold weather next month, 
in which case a heavy crop will ma- 
ture and exceptional prices will pre-

CITRUS CROP MOVING. 


Thirty Per Cent. of Crop Picked and 
Good Prices Received—Water, 
light and Power Works to 
be Greatly Improved, 
and Mains Laid. 


A pay roll of about $1800 per 
week is being realized at the present 
time in the picking and packing of 
citrus fruit, divicded among the em- 
ployees of the three packing-houses 
of Escondido Valley and the men 
employed in the orchards. The 
growers report fairly satisfactory 
prices for both lemons and oranges. 
A total of 123 carloads, or about 30 
per cent. of the crop has been 
picked, fifty-eight carloads of or- 
anges and sixty-five carloads of 
lemons. The managers of the pack- 
ing-houses call attention to the fact 
that under present shipping ar- 
rangements each car contains sixty- 
six more boxes of fruit than for- 
merly. 

With the annual election over, the 
Escondido Mutual Water Company, 
owner of the irrigation system, and 
one of the électric light and power 
systems of the valley, announces & 
policy of important improvements 
and extensions, both in the water 
and light and power departments. 
Three thousand feet of eight-inch 
cast iron pipe is to be put dowf in 
the south portion of Escondido, and 
800 feet of thirty-inch pipe is to be 
laid in various places in the valley. 
In the way of electrical extension 
two miles of wiring will be done im- 
mediately in territory outside the 
intorporated limits of the city. The 
territory within the city is controlled 
by the San Diego Consolidated Gas 
and Electric Company, which re- 
cently took over the plant of the Es- 
condido Utilities Company.

CAR FAMINE DUE SOON, 


SAYS LOS ANGELES MAN. 


BY HARRY A. LORD, 
Secretary and Manager Lord Motor Car Company. 


HE DECLARATION of war wil! 
be felt more seriously along 
automobile row than was the 

recent famine in freight equipment, 
for it will undoubtedly bring about 
a freight car shortage greater than 
has even been experiznced hereto- 
fore. 

Not only will every possible freight 
car be used for war materials, but 
the already meager supply of cars 
will be further lessened by the fact 
that a number of the large automo- 
bike factories will purposely curtail 
production by a large percentage in 
order to donate a part of their fac- 
torles to the government for the 
manufacture of war materials. 

FOUR FACTORIES. 

Last week we received a commun- 
ication from the Velie factories stat- 
ing that four new factory buildings 
originally planned for this summer's 
increased production have been 
placed at the disposal of the govern- 
ment. Also that the Velle Company 
has agreed to manufacture any re- 
quired number of automobile ambu- 
lances for the American Red Cross 
at exactly the cost of manufacture, 
and that every means is being taken 
to urge employees of the Velle fac- 
tories to rally to the suoport of 
Unchts Sam in his hour of need. Bach 
Velie employee who enlists will re- 
ceive one-half of the salary he now 
receives, plus the government's pay 


to him while he is in active wurvice. 


when he has been mustered out. 

All of these measures taken in the 
interests of America first am of 
necessity, going to cut down Velle 
production t= doubtful 

hether one Velle delivery can be 
made for every five orders after Jum 
first, when the factory buildings will 
be released to the government. 

LABOR SCARCE. 

Another factor which the most 
eminent market wxperts asstre wus 
will result from the declaration of 
war is a very serious shortage in 
labor. There is already a demarid 
for labor in many lines which is far 
ahead of the supply and thie will be 
increased wiren thousands of arti- 
sans anewer the call to the colors. 

The government will draw from 
the ranke of the steel and tron 
workers now employed in automobile 
factories, large numbers of men for 
the manvfacture of ammunition, 
shells and guns. This will further 
augment the labor shortage felt by 
automopile manufacturers, and will 
make delays just that much longer. 

All these indications point to the 
greatest shortage in automobiles this 
summer that has ever been known 
and cars will be at a premium after 
June 1.

TENNIS RANKING RULES 


BY COMMITTEE, 


i 


ULBS for the guidance of rank- 
ing committees were adopted 
at the March meeting of the 


L.T.A., thus standardizing a ~pro- 
cedure which is of tremendous in- 
terest to players throughout the 
country. Charlies Garland of Pitts- 
burgh, secretary of the 1916 com- 
mittee; Walter L. Pate and Miles 
Chariock of New York, members of 
previous committees, had charge of 
the codification of ranking rvuies. 
They represented the last five rank- 
ing committees and to their person- 
al knowledge of procedure in re- 
cent years, they added much inves- 
tigation of the association's records, 
in the effort to find all data relating 
to ranking. 

With one exception, the regula- 
tions contain nothing new, so far a4 
the ranking is concerned. A doubles 
team must now compete in three 
evente, instead of two, as previously, 
in order to be considered in the 
ranking. Ih recommending this 
change the committee declared it 
would tend to keep teams together. 

The Ranking Committee shall 
consist of five members, to be ap- 
pointed before April 1 of each year 
by the Executive Committee. There 
shall also be a sub-committee of 
three women appointed before June 
1, to assist the Ranking Committee. 
The first three rules provide that 
all events sanctioned by the U.8S_N. 
L.T.A. during the season under con- 
sideration, including international 
and team matches, shall be consid- 
ered; that all returns of such 
matches shall be filed with the sec- 
retary of the committee at the of- 
fice of the field secretary; that the 
field secretary shall keep a detailed 
record for each player in men’s and 


j women’e singles and men's doubles, 


the data to be the basis of the 
Ranking Committee’ report.,. The 
rules then provide: 

Each year there shall be three 
rankings, as follows: 

(1.) Men's singles: in which at 
least 100 individuals shall be named. 

(2.) Men's doubles; in which at 
least twenty teams shall be named. 

(3.) Women's singles; in which at 

thirty individuals shall 
named. 

In each case individuals or 
teams ehall be divided into classes. 
There may be one or more indi- 
viduals or teams placed in any class. 
The player or players with the best 
season's records shall be placed in 
Class 1; the players or players with 
the next best records shall be placed 
in class 2, and so on for any num- 
ber of classes, according to the de- 
cision of the Ranking Committee. 

To be considered for a ranking, an 
individual or team must participate 
during the season in at least three 
sanctioned events, but on the unani- 
moue vote of the Ranking Commit- 
tee occasiona!] exceptions to this rule 
may be made. An individual or 
team, however, need not necessarily 
be ranked because of having quali- 
fied under this rule, ff in the opin- 
jon of a majority of the commit- 
tee the data furnished by the fec- 
ord in question is insufficient for the 
purpose or the standard of play 
does not warrant any ranking. 

The ranking shall be based sole- 


ly upon the records of the players 
for the season under consideration 


Executive Committee of the U.8S.N., 


and not upon the opinion of the 
Ranking Committee. Middle and 
late season performance shall be 
given greater consideration thas 
that of the early season. 

Any individual or team ‘may be 
ranked irrespective of nationality or 
place of residence. 

The winners of national cham- 
pilonshipe shall be ranked their 
geason’s records as are other play- 
ers, and shall not be arbitrarily 
placed at the head of the rankings, 
but in a com of their rec- 
ords with those of other players, 
they shall be given the benefit of 
any reasonable doubt as to the rela- 
tive merits of euch records.

FAILURE GRIPPING CLUB TOO TIGHTLY. 


“Pulling” is the Most Common Fault Caused by the Unduly Tight Grip, and 


Getting Down to Brass Tacks. 


E POOR GOLFERS OWE 


Many Other Faults Come from Making Same Mistake—Examples 
of Great Golfers Who Have Used the Light Grip. 


. BY NARRY VARDON, 
The World's Most Famous Golfer. 


HE commonness of the 
mistake in golf of hold- 
ing the club too tightly is 

® matter worthy of far more 
than passing consideration. Its 
importance has never been em- 
phasized with all the force that 
the subject deserves, and while 
I have discussed it from time 
to tinre in connection with vari- 
ous shots, I feel that it merits 
@ttention as a_principle com- 
plete itself. 

Four out of every five unsuc- 
censful golfers lay the founda- 
tion ws chew foozling by grip- 


Ping the club like grim death - 


instead of holding it in a man- 


ner which may be described as 
“gentie but firm.” The best con- 
crete definition that I can offer 
of thi latter condition is a reso- 
lute grip with the thumbs and 
foreingcrs, and an easy—a dis- 
tinctiy easy—hold with ‘the 
Other 

Just take a club in your hands 
as though you were about to 
Play a shot. Be conscious that 
the thumb and forefinger of 
each hand are pressing on .to 
the handle and that the other 
fingers are in a state of com- 
fortable relaxation even though 
they are clasping the club. That 
is the eal golf grip. The im- 
plement will never turn in the 
hands if you adopt this method . 
because, at the instant of strik- 
ing. the hold ia bound to tighten 
tnvoluntarily—which is precise- 
ly what it wanted. What tens 
of thousands of golfers do is te 
grip throughout the swing with 
the sanr strength as at the im- 
pact. and it is that circUmstance 
which spoile the swing. 

ecremps the player. the 
tautness communicat.s itself to 
‘ali the muscles of the body... 
which, instead of being free to 
act. are as stiff as though they 
were in a vise. The first essen- 
tial of enccess on the links is to 
grip with the right degree of 
ease (that is. giving the thumbs 
and forefingers the work of con- 
trolling the club.) for if you em- 
Ploy the tight hold which is 
born of a desire to hit hard, 
the swing will never be correct 
even though you know vwxactly 
how it should be ‘executed. 

Tt is because this easy hold 
fe ef so much importance that 
Special shapes of golf club 
handles. designed to fit the fin- 
gers. to perfection. are bad. 
There are patterns after the 
manner of a sword grip and 


@there that have groov to ac- 


commodate each finger. They 
look inviting, and, truth to tell, 
they make the game hard be- 
eCatite they render the grip so 
simpis a matter. The player 
finds them so convenient to hold 
that he cannot help gripping 
tightir. And then he fails. 
HILTON'S EXPERIENCE. 


There have been many inter- 
esting instances of th» efficacy 
of a light hold. Mr. Harold Htl- 
ton, the famous British ama- 
teur, accomplished what he has 
G@eclared to be the best perform- 
ance of his life at a time whon 
‘he had hurt his arm so badly 
that he could hardly grip at all 
With one hand. 

Most people who have fol- 
lowed the game ciosely for the 
past twenty yoars, know that 
the rivalry between Mr. Hilton 
and the late Lieut. F. G. Tait 
was particulariy keen. They 
met fairly often in various 
events, but for sor strange 
reason their struggles nearly 
aiways ended in the discomf- 
ture of Mr. Hilton. Only onc» 
4id he triumph when his Scot- 
tieh antagonist occupred a 
fien in the front rank of golfers, 
and that oceasion was presented 
et «2 time when Mr. Hilton was 
supposed to be nursing an tn- 
hand.

A DOCTOR AND A NEEDLE. 


The same player telia a story 
of a Liverpool ddctor who was a 
member of the West Lancashire 
Club and an pupil of 
Ball. The doctor's chief fault 
on the links was that he jammed 

“his right thumb too firmly on 
the shaft. You can be too firm 
even though you do need to 
hold resolutely with the thumbs 
and forefingers. The enthusiast 
who-ts now under discussion 
went to extremes in this matter 
and seemed utterly unable to rid 
himself of the vice. 

One day, however, retribution 
overtook the strong and stub- 
born thumb. Its owner ran a 
needie inte t.. He did not com- 
mit thie act as an experiment 
which might help to prove the 
theory of a desperate remedy 
sometimes being necessary for a 


desperate disease. It was an ac- 
cident, and it caused him con- 
siderable annoyance for the rea- 
son that he had arranged to 
take part in a four-ball match 
on that very morning. He ex- 
plained to his friends that he 
have to give up the

“Not at all,” said 
“You've done the best thing in 
the world for yourself. You 
won't be able to push with that 
right thumb now.” The lucky 
dactor went out and showed un- 
eommontly good form. And so 
happiness was brought to an- 
other soul. 


I have heard of a man whe 
was strongly addicted to pull- 
ing, and who cured himself by 
truly spartan treatment. The 
cause of his distress was that 
he held the club too tightly 
with the right hand. He had 
been told this repeatedly, 
he could not overcome the 
habit. One evening he hit upon 
a scheme. He took a red- 
het poker, and with that flery 
instrument burnt himself across 
the fingers and the palm of the 
offending hand. His idea 
of course, that he would be 
unable then to grip so tightly 
as in the past. He decia 
that it worked beautifully. He 
walked about with the sanciti- 
fied air of a martyr and hit 
some admirable shots. I do 
not knew that many of us 
would care to seek golfing 
completeness in this stern 
manner: it will be time to test 
the value of the remedy for 
pulling when we catch hold of 
a red-hot poker by accident.

.POOR GOLFERS. 


As a rule, the man who has 
engaged extensively in pastimes 
that develop powerful arm 
muscles—as, for instance, gym- 
nastics and wrestling—makes 
a poor golfer because he has an 
unconquerable tendency to hold 
the club too tightly. By the 
time that he has taken the club 
half the way up, his muscles 


are set so sterniy and strongly *} 


that the whole movement is 
restricted, and in most cases he 
cannot manage anything more 
than a half-swing. I have no- 
ticed the same state of af- 
fairs in regard to people whose 
work promotes power in the 
arms. Thus a sculptor I know 
has used his right arm to such 
purpose in his profession that 
it is the curse of his career as 
a golfer. He grips so des- 
perately hard with it that he 
simply cannot swing properly. 
Personally, I have often tried 
driving with the club held only 
in my thumbs and forefingers 
and all the other fingers off the 
shaft. Of course, I have not 
done this in tournaments; it 
been merely a plece of ex- 
perimentation such as a profes- 
sinal is always pursuing in 
order to study cause and effect. 
I have found that it is possible 
to drive well when swinging 
the club solely with the thumbs 
and forefingers, although it 
must be said that the others 
are useful to act as guides. 
That. however, should he 
their chief function—or, at any 
rate, until the time of impact 
when they are apt to tighten 
of their oWn accord—and it is 
the work which the golfer 
should try and make them do. 
It is a curious fact that nearly 
everybody has a natural tend- 
ency to hold more strongly with 
the little fingers than with the 
bigger ones. Take hold of a 


stick with a firm grasp. and 
dually tighten the hold. 
ou will find that you are 


gripping much more strongly 
with the little finger than with 
the middle or forefinger. That 
is just what the average per- 
son does when gripping a golf 
club, and it is the condition 
which has to be avoided. If 
it be permitted, the club will 
never follow the right track, 
nor will tt proceed far enough. 
PULLING DUE ‘TO GRIP. 
Pulling is the commonest 


favit caused by the unduly tight 
grip. There are people who say 
that you should hold more firm- 

with the left hand than with 
t right. I do not agree with 
that teaching. The tight grip 
with the left hand ts calculated 
to drag the right hand over 
coming down, and the result is 
@ pulled shot. I am convinced 
that the good golfer éxercises 
the same pressure with one 
hand as with the other. 

In putting, the grip needs to 
be very delicate, and I do not 
suppose that anybody would try 
to putt in any other way. The 
drive is only a letigthening of 
the putting swing. It is not a 
muscular power that makes the 
ball go a long way. It is the 
pace of the club head brought 
about by the swing, and you 

' Can work up that pace better by 
holding lightly than by grip- 
“ping grim death. e 
wrists are more free and easy, 
and that means much. Notice 
how lightly a first-claes billiard 
player holds his cue. A bad oné 
generally clasps it strongly 
sometimes in the palm of t 
hands, instead of in the finger 
That is just the difference that 
is to be observed between good 
and bad golfere.
